SIGNIFICANCE  OF  ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

The  significance  of  academic  costume  is  determined  especially  by  the 
sleeves  and  hoods.  DOCTORS  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the  gown  is  faced 
down  the  front  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color  indicating 
the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large.  The  doctor  may,  if  he  so  choose,  wear  the 
gold  tassle  on  his  cap.  MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a  slit  near 
the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the  master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 
BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve.  The  color  of  the  tassle  indicates 
whether  the  degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or  science  (golden-yellow). 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the  institutions  granting  the  degree,  or 
with  which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed  wdth  velvet  of  the  color 
distinctive  of  the  degree — for  example,  humanities  and  social  science,  white; 
philosophy,  blue;  science,  golden-yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering,  orange; 
education,  light  blue;  commerce  and  accounting,  drab.

President  Wilkinson: 


An  Old  Testament  prophet  once  wrote  ".  .  .  Your 
old  men  shall  dream  dreams,  your  young  men  shall 
see  visions."  It  is  my  privilege  today  to  present  a 
person,  who,  as  a  young  man,  saw  a  vision  and  whose 
vision  has  materialized  into  one  of  the  great  busi- 
nesses of  our  time.  I  speak  of  John  Willard  Marriott 
— restaurateur,  hotel  owner,  business  executive,  pro- 
moter, educator,  servant  of  the  public,  servant  of  the 
Lord. 

J.  Willard  Marriott  had  his  roots  in  Utah  soil. 
The  eldest  of  four  brothers  and  four  sisters,  he  was 
bom  September  17,  1900,  in  the  small  town  of  Mar- 
riott, west  of  Ogden.  There  he  attended  grade  school 
and  helped  his  father  with  the  operation  of  a  large 
cattle  and  sheep  ranch.  His  father  had  sufficient  con- 
fidence in  his  son  to  send  him  to  San  Francisco  alone 
at  the  early  age  of  fourteen  to  sell  a  trainload  of 
sheep.  The  vision  of  opportunity  already  had  begun 
to  unfold. 

He  attended  Weber  College  and  later  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah,  where  he  graduated  with  an  A.B.  degree 
in  1926.  While  in  college  he  cleared  $3,000  one  simi- 
mer  selling  woolens  in  logging  camps  in  the  North- 
west. Eventually  he  had  forty-five  students  working 
for  him. 

He  returned  to  Weber  College  as  a  teacher  and  as 
secretary-treasurer  of  that  institution.  A  year  later, 
June  29,  1927,  he  married  Alice  Taylor  Sheets  in  the 
Salt  Lake  Temple.  The  following  day  saw  them  head- 
ing for  the  Nation's  Capital  in  an  old  Model  T  Ford. 
Their  objective — to  go  into  the  root  beer  business. 

The  rest  is  history.  Beginning  with  a  small  root 
beer  stand,  where  he  promoted  business  by  giving 
away  free  root  beer  tickets,  J.  Willard  Marriott  today 
is  President  and  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  the  gigan- 
tic Hot  Shoppes,  Inc.,  with  seventy-three  operating 
locations  doing  an  annual  volume  of  business  in  ex- 
cess of  thirty-six  million  dollars. 

His  operations  vary  as  to  type — drive-in  restau- 
rants, cafeterias,  industrial  feeding  units,  airline 
catering.  In  1956  he  entered  the  hotel  field,  with  the 
opening  of  the  luxurious  Marriott  Motor  Hotel  in 
Washington,  D.  C. — the  world's  largest  and  certainly 
one  of  the  finest.  His  vision  continues  to  grow,  and 
within  a  matter  of  days  construction  will  begin  on  a 
new  motor  hotel  in  the  Washington  area,  with  several 
others  scheduled  to  follow  in  various  parts  of  the 
Country. 


J.  Willard  Marriott's  vision  has  taken  him  beyond 
the  borders  of  his  own  business.  President  of  the 
Washington  Restaurant  Association  for  two  terms,  he 
was  chosen  in  1948  as  President  of  the  National  Res- 
taurant Association.  He  serves  currently  as  a  director 
on  boards  of  the  Riggs  National  Bank,  the  Acacia 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  and  the  Chesapeake 
and  Potomac  Telephone  Company.  Always  active  in 
civic  affairs,  he  is  a  member  of  both  the  Federal  City 
Council  and  the  Commissioner's  Advisory  Planning 
Board,  and  Chairman  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
Tuberculosis  Association's  Christmas  Seal  Sale.  This 
past  year  the  Ad  Club  of  Washington,  D.  C,  present- 
ed him  its  'Award  of  Achievement"  for  his  outstand- 
ing contribution  to  the  restaurant  and  motel  in- 
dustries. 

J.  Willard  Marriott  would  be  the  first  to  say  that 
the  real  fulfillment  of  his  vision  has  come  through 
membership  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  in  which  he  has  always  been  a  devoted 
and  outstanding  believer  and  participant.  He  filled  a 
two-year  mission  for  the  Church  in  the  New  England 
area.  A  member  of  the  high  council  in  the  Washing- 
ton Stake  for  seven  years,  then  counselor  in  the  stake 
presidency,  he  was  later  appointed  president  of  the 
stake,  serving  faithfully  for  ten  years  until  his  re- 
lease in  December  1957. 

He  is  a  man  of  gratitude  and  graciousness,  whose 
generosity  knows  no  bounds.  His  vision  has  found 
fruition  in  the  giving  of  his  time,  his  money,  his  tal- 
ents, his  all  in  service  to  his  fellowmen  and  in  helping 
to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

Principal  partner  with  J.  Willard  Marriott  in  the 
achievements  of  his  life  is  his  lovely  wife,  Alice. 
Mother  of  their  two  fine  sons,  she  has  kept  a  home 
and  worked  side  by  side  with  her  husband  in  building 
their  business.  A  keen  business  woman  in  her  own 
right,  one  with  artistic  taste  and  talent,  she  has  pro- 
vided inspiration,  wisdom,  good  judgment,  and  love, 
without  which  the  vision  might  never  have  shown  so 
brightly. 

And  so,  as  one  whose  accomplishments  are  a  re- 
minder to  each  of  us  that  success  in  life  is  attainable 
through  the  right  combination  of  work,  and  faith,  and 
service,  mingled  with  great  vision,  John  Willard  Mar- 
riott stands  as  a  giant  among  men,  one  who  loves  the 
Lord  and  his  fellow  men  with  all  his  heart.  For  the 
outstanding  accomplishments  of  his  life  and  for  what 
he  represents,  Mr.  President,  I  commend  him  to  you 
as  worthy  to  receive  this  University's  most  distin- 
guished award  of  Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa.

THE  KARL  G.  MAESER  DISTINGUISHED  TEACHING  AWARD 

Presented  by  Earl  C.  Crockett 

President  Wilkinson: 


Many  years  ago  in  a  small  coal  mining  town  in 
England,  a  seven-year  old  boy  dreamed  of  becoming 
a  teacher  of  young  men  and  women.  Thomas  L. 
Martin  was  that  boy. 

After  working  for  three  years  in  the  coal  mines  to 
earn  passage  money,  he  embarked  alone  for  America 
at  fifteen  years  of  age.  Nearly  five  years  later  he  sent 
for  his  parents  and  family.  Then  he  enrolled  in  the 
seventh  grade  at  school  and  began  his  upward  climb. 
With  boundless  energy  and  enthusiasm  he  finished 
high  school  and  entered  Brigham  Young  University. 
He  studied  diligently  and  also  participated  actively  in 
music  and  in  debate,  termed  by  President  Brimhall 
the  "Stephen  A.  Douglas  of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity," he  gave  not  only  the  Valedictory  Address  but 
the  Commencement  Address  as  well. 

After  receiving  a  Ph.D.  degree  from  Cornell  Uni- 
versity, he  returned  to  Brigham  Young  University 
where  he  taught  classes  in  agronomy  and  organized 
the  Department  of  Bacteriology.  For  many  years  he 
was  chairman  of  the  Departments  of  Bacteriology 
and  Agronomy  and  dean  of  the  College  of  Applied 
Sciences. 

He  has  served  on  the  Sunday  School  General 
Board  of  the  Church,  has  been  president  of  the  Utah 
State  Board  of  Health,  president  of  the  Utah  Acad- 


emy of  Sciences,  Arts,  and  Letters,  president  of  the 
Western  Society  of  Soil  Science,  and  chairman  of  the 
Microbiology  Section  of  the  Soil  Science  Society  of 
America. 

One  of  his  students  is  now  a  department  chair- 
man at  a  large  university  at  which  Dr.  Martin  once 
was  refused  employment  because  of  his  religious 
faith.  He  was  honored  by  the  Soil  Science  Society  of 
America  for  having  inspired  more  students  to  become 
soil  scientists  than  any  other  teacher  in  America.  It  is 
here  that  he  has  made  his  greatest  contribution. 

As  a  result  of  his  enthusiasm  and  because  of  his 
help  in  arranging  fellowships,  seventy-five  students 
of  agronomy  at  Brigham  Young  University  have 
acquired  Ph.D.  degrees  at  eastern  institutions.  His 
former  students  are  on  the  faculties  of  thirty-one  uni- 
versities, in  government,  and  in  industry.  One  of 
them  recently  said  to  him,  "You  took  untrained  men 
and  brought  them  into  orbit."  Thus  the  young  boy 
from  the  coal  mines  of  England  dreamed  a  dream  and 
by  working  made  it  a  reality. 

On  behalf  of  the  Alumni  Association  I  am  happy 
to  present  Thomas  Lysons  Martin,  eminent  alumnus 
of  Brigham  Young  University,  distinguished  member 
of  the  faculty  for  thirty-one  years,  faithful  Church 
worker,  and  a  teacher  who  has  inspired  thousands  of 
students,  for  the  first  Karl  G.  Maeser  Distinguished 
Teaching  Award.

I  am  pleased  to  present  Bertha  Anderson  Klein- 
man — author,  distinguished  Church  worker,  com- 
munity servant,  humanitarian,  and  devoted  wife  and 
mother. 

In  proclaiming  Sunday,  November  3,  1957,  as 
"Bertha  Kleinman  Day"  in  Arizona,  the  governor  of 
that  state  said  in  part:  "We  pay  tribute  to  a  talented, 
devoted  and  beloved  citizen  who  has  given  forty-five 
years  of  the  eighty  years  of  her  life  to  the  cultural 
and  spiritual  enrichment  of  our  state." 

Mrs.  Kleinman  has  achieved  outstanding  recogni- 
tion for  her  writing  in  the  fields  of  poetry  and  pag- 
eantry. Her  collection  of  poems,  songs,  ballads,  plays, 
short  stories,  pageants,  and  expressions  of  personal 
sentiment  eulogizing  beloved  friends  would  fill  many 
volumes.  A  recent  book,  Through  the  Ages,  was  pub- 
lished on  her  eightieth  birthday.  Church  and  national 
magazines  have  published  her  writings,  several  of 
which  have  received  national  awards. 

Her  pageants  have  been  written  largely  for  pro- 
duction in  out-of-door  theatres.  In  1930  she  was  cho- 
sen by  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  to  write  the 
lyrics  for  the  centennial  pageant.  Message  of  the 
Ages,  produced  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle.  Of  all 
the  recognitions  that  have  come  to  her,  none  mean 
more  than  when  Apostle  Melvin  J.  Ballard  asked  her 


to  write  the  lyrics  to  eight  L.D.S.  hymns.  Through 
the  years  she  has  been  an  ardent  worker  in  the  auxil- 
iaries of  the  Church.  Not  long  ago  she  received  the 
Honorary  Golden  Gleaner  award  with  diamond  in- 
signia. 

Her  contributions  to  community  cultural  activi- 
ties mark  her  as  a  woman  of  distinction.  Recently,  as 
an  expression  of  appreciation  for  her  services,  the 
Rotary  Club  of  Mesa  gave  her  a  special  award  for 
outstanding  community  service. 

Mrs.  Kleinman  was  born  October  31, 1877,  in  Salt 
Lake  City.

She  and  her  devoted  hus- 
band, Orson,  are  the  parents  of  six  children,  four  sons 
and  two  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  married  and  rear- 
ing fine  families. 

Bertha  Kleinman  believes  in  and  lives  the  stand- 
ards and  ideals  taught  by  the  man  in  whose  honor 
this  award  is  named.  Gentleness,  kindness  and  love 
of  fellow  men  form  the  framework  of  her  life.  All 
who  touch  that  life  are  enriched  and  blessed. 

Mr.  President,  because  of  her  interest  in  the  arts, 
her  outstanding  contribution  as  a  writer,  and  her 
long  and  devoted  service  to  her  fellow  men,  it  seems 
appropriate  that  Bertha  Anderson  Kleinman  receive 
the  first  David  O.  McKay  Humanities  Award.  I  am 
pleased  to  recommend  her  for  that  honor.

President  Wilkinson: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  Reed  Eddington  Cal- 
lister,  humble  Church  leader,  successful  businessman, 
distinguished  lawyer,  and  devoted  friend  of  Brigham 
Young  University. 

Born  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  on  November  26, 
1901,  he  attended  the  public  schools  in  that  city. 
After  two  years  at  the  University  of  Utah,  he  entered 
George  Washington  University  Law  School  from 
which  he  was  graduated  with  an  LL.B.  degree  in 
1929.  In  the  meantime,  he  had  served  in  the  British 
Mission  of  the  Church  from  1924  to  1926,  part  of 
that  time  as  president  of  the  Scottish  Conference. 

On  March  9,  1929,  he  married  Norinne  Richards 

in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple.  In  his  customarily  modest 

way,  he  characterizes  that  event  as  his  only  claim  to 

greatness.  As  a  businessman  he  has  achieved  success 
in  radio  and  other  fields,  having  been  president  of  one 
radio  corporation  and  owning  an  interest  in  another. 
As  a  lawyer  he  has  been  practicing  in  California  since 
his  graduation  from  law  school  in  1929  and  at  the 
present  time  is  a  partner  in  the  Los  Angeles  firm  of 
Cannon  and  Callister. 

As  a  church  leader  he  has  served  as  superinten- 


dent of  the  Y.M.M.I.A.,  as  president  of  a  High 
Priests'  quorvun,  as  a  high  councilman,  as  a  counselor 
in  three  bishoprics,  and  for  the  past  seven  years  as 
bishop  of  the  Glendale  West  Ward  in  Glendale,  Cal- 
ifornia.

As  a  friend  of  Brigham  Young  University  he  has 
expressed  his  interest  and  support  in  many  tangible 
ways.

From  Destiny  Fund  Contributions 

The  University's  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the  First 
Presidency  and  Quorum  of  the  Twelve,  has  authorized  the 
establishment  of  a  permanent,  long-range  fund  raising  and 
development  program  for  the  University.  The  goal  of  the 
first  phase  of  this  program  has  been  set  at  $5,000,000  to  be 
raised  within  four  years.  This  initial  amount  is  to  be  used 
for:  (1)  faculty  salaries,  (2)  scholarships  and  financial  aids 
to  students,  (3)  capital  improvements,  (4)  library  facilities 
and  (5)  an  extension  of  the  University's  educational  pro- 
grams to  other  geographical  areas.  A  detailed  report  of  this 
"Destiny  Fund"  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  year,  listing 
the  names  of  all  contributors  and  summarizing  all  gifts. 

1 .  Pledges  and  Contribution  from  Faculty  and  Staff. 

In  March  1958  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  University  unani- 
mously voted  to  support  the  new  "Destiny  Fund"  program  as 
an  expression  of  their  faith  in  the  future  of  the  University 
and  as  an  example  to  others.

SIGNIFICANCE  OF  ACADEMIC  COSTUME 

The  significance  of  academic  costume  is  determined  especially  by  the 
sleeves  and  hoods.  DOCTORS  wear  the  round  bell  sleeve;  the  gown  is  faced 
down  the  front  and  barred  on  the  sleeves  with  black  velvet  or  color  indicating 
the  degree;  the  doctor's  hood  is  large.  The  doctor  may,  if  he  so  choose,  wear  the 
gold  tassle  on  his  cap.  MASTERS  wear  the  long,  closed  sleeve,  with  a  slit  near 
the  upper  part  of  the  arm;  the  master's  hood  is  of  more  moderate  size. 
BACHELORS  wear  the  long  or  pointed  sleeve.  The  color  of  the  tassle  indicates 
whether  the  degree  is  in  the  field  of  arts  (white)  or  science  (golden-yellow). 

Hoods  are  lined  with  the  colors  of  the  institutions  granting  the  degree,  or 
with  which  the  wearer  is  connected,  and  are  trimmed  with  velvet  of  the  color 
distinctive  of  the  degree — for  example,  humanities  and  social  sciences,  white; 
philosophy,  blue;  science,  golden-yellow;  music,  pink;  engineering,  orange; 
education,  light  blue;  commerce  and  accounting,  drab.
